Glass Collecting 
Gaining In America 


More and more people 
are beating the bushes for 
cut glass, a type of glass 
manufactured in this 
country from 1880 to 1905, 

Although cut glass from 
this period is not yet 
scarce, Miss Alice Peavy, 
Auburn University Exten- 
sion specialist in home 
furnishings, said, antique 
shops are now anticipating 
a growing demand, Persons 
with an attic or basement 
containing old bottles 
should inspect them care- 
fully for glass items of 
value, 

If any are found, she 
said, look up its value, as 
prices will vary from $5 
to $50, not only on the 
piece but sometimes from 
shop to shop, Also, she 
noted, fine wine sets ad-~ 
vertsied at $60 to $65 at 
the turn of the century 
now bring as much as $200 
to $250, 

If you do a little looking, 
you will find available 
today cologne bottles, puff 
boxes, jewel cases and 
complete dresser sets and 
many other attractive and 
useful items, she said, 

While it was being made, 
cut glass was turned out 
in relatively large quanti~ 
ties. Thebest pieces were 
made of high-quality lead 
glass blanks which were 
hand-blown or blown into 
molds, cooled slowly and 
then cut with revolving 
wheels along patterns 
drawn on the blanks by ex- 
pert designers, 

True cut glass has dis- 
tinguishing characteris- 
tics, It possesses a bril- 
liant sparkle when held to 
the light. It lacks the little 
ridges inside and directly 
opposite the incisions on 
the outside which are char- 
acteristics of pieces cut 
on fire-finished cut blanks, 

When tapped with a 
pencil or similar object or 
struck with a fingernail, 
cut glass gives a clear, 
resonant ring. Where 
pressed glass has smooth 
edges, edges of cut glass 


are quite sharp, Because 
of its high lead content, 
cut glass is usually heavy, 

A good bit of the cut 
glass turned out after 1895 
bears the trademark of the 
manufacturer stamped on 
it with acid,
